T\io other Side of tlie ^^uestiou. 

Tlio BcurrilouH article in yostordfty'b 
"StauclfU'd" oil the appoiutmont of 
]Mr. iiicharUs aa Lieut.-Goveruoi' will 
suf^gobt a few tbougbts to all calm, 
jiulying men. lu tbo iirat place, it 
may bo asked by what authority does 
that iiowspapor presume to speak in 
the name of the people of British Col- 
umbia ? How far can the "Standard" 
1)6 considered to represent public 
opinion? It was conclusively proved 
at the late general election, and cou- 
finnod afterwards by Ihe responsible 
action of the House of Assembly, that 
the party or faction which the "Stan, 
dard" represents was in, fact, in a 
large minority in this Province. We 
are therefore entitled to warn our 
readers, in this place and in Canada, 
that the utteraiioes of the "Standard" 
must be heard with very considerable 
reserve and qualiBcation,that they are 
the utterances of a discredited faction 
which was solidly beaten at the polls, 
and whoso organ, therefore, cannot in 
any sense be supposed to represent 
the opinion of the jniblic. This is 
known, of course, to every person in 
British Columbia; but perhaps the ad- 
ditional fact is not generally known 
hero that the "Standard" in this 
matter has another small body of 
clients whose tool it also is. It is 
the moatfapieoe of disappointed aspir- 
ants to the office of Lieut.-Governor 
who have not succeeded in recom- 
mending themselves to the favor of 
the Dominion Government. "We do 
not like to mention names, but these 
matters are quite well known on tbe 
streets. Let us suppose, however, for 
a moment that the Standard, instead of 
representing a fiictiou und a knot did real- 
ly reijre.'ient ii coiiHidunible liody of pub- 
lic opinion uu this niattor, the (juostion 
would still be wliether HUi.-b u si'urrilou.s 
iirticlo ;is aiJpeiirod in its issue of yester- 
day can, from any point of view, be justi- 
fied. What are the positions, respective- 
ly, of the Province and the Dominion 
with rosiieot to those appointments? Un- 
der the Uoustitution tliat exists tbe I'ro- 
viiicQ rules itself, or it has the opiiovtuiii- 
ty of ruling itself; it is protected ou all 
sides by the solid armour of its own in- 
stitutions. The Dominion does not inter- 
fere with local matters or appointments, 
and by what oonatitntional UBage,or canon 
of common sense, can a province orakuot 
of jjeople in a Provineo, preaumo to dic- 
tate to the Dominion tbe names of the 
officers to whom Dominion busineas ia to 
be entrusted? Wo wish our readers calm- 
ly to consider this question. We do not 
say that tbe constitutional right of the 
Dominion in the appointment of offlcers 
may bo in all cases exercised in utter dis- 
regard of popular opinion in tlio Provin- 
ces—for instance, a Province might com- 
plain if a notoriously disloyal, ignorant 
man, or a man of evil life, were chosen by 
the Dominion Government tofiU the office 
of Lieut.-Governor, but it is perfectly 
clear that the responsible Government of 
tbo whole Dominion generally speaking 
must be free to choose tlieir own ollioers. 
If we, hero, are to name their oiKeial re- 
presentative — the Lieut.-Governor — why 
should not the Dominion name the pro- 
vincial authorities ? The ProvincQ may 
put men of narrow views and a captions 
spirit into oirices, where the power is 
real, not nominal, and where the power 
can be exercised in a way to damage the 
Dominion; and yet !)be Dominion can say 
nothing. The constitutionul view of the.se 
matters must no bo iioglootod, or rather 
is the fii'Bt and most important view to bo 
considered. Now with respect to the gen- 
tleman who has been appointed to the of- 
lico,what do wo know that is against bim? 
He has reached middle life, and has a 
pbico in tlio political history of Canada 
and a cbaraetei' there as a public man, 
which are well known to the Qovornmout 
that have appointed him. The Standard 
avows that it knows very little about Mr. 
Richards. Kow, then, can it form any 
trustwfn-thy ojiinion with rospr^ct to tbo 
action of tbo Dominion Government in 
apijoiiiting him ? Arc nowspajier writers 
who know little about a man more likoly 
to lie correct iu estimating his qualities 
than statesmen who have known his 
whole history and career, both iu a pub- 
lic and a private capacity V It is unjust 
and ungenerous to attack l\Ir. Richards 
before ]i(3 has lii'eii tried. Let hiiu have 
fail- play. \A'o believe he will d(J his duty 
in a constitutional manner. If he does 
not, wo shall bo among the first to oppose 
him, but is it likoly that a trained lawyer 
will make any such mistake ? The real 
authority in this province rests with the 
responsible Ministry, and tbe pnojile bavo 
thoni iu tiieirowu bauds; tlioy inuko tbum 
and they uiunako them. If,th(nj,oii publio 
grounds, tbore is notbiug to bo waid 
against the apjiomtiiient o; Mr. itichanls, 
wiiy this ilo'jd of vituperation and abiire V 
Has it its source in tbo envy of individu- 
als, or in the niulic'o of a faction? No 
one can breathe a w(n'd against Mr. 
liichards' private life or personal 
honor. Ho is no stranger to ua, but has 
bean settled in British Columbia with bis 
family for several yeav^. has in fact 
made Ibo Province his home. It is an 
entire mistake to suppose that Mr. Rich- 
ards has busied himself here with the ad- 
vocacy of anything opjiosed to the inter- 
ests of the Province. There aro iniseou- 
ceptiona cnrrenton this point, but so far 
as we have been iu a position to judge 
Mr. Ricliards lias advocated the interests 
of British Columbia as zealously and aa 
ably as anyone amongst ns. 

This is not a populous nor n wealthy 
Province, and wo helievo tbo people gen- 
erally will see SOUK! fitiieas in the appoint - 
ment to the ollico of Provincial ( lovernorof 
an experienced, sensilih! and kindly gen- 
tleman, who has taken up bis rosidenco 
amongst us with his family; and that they 
will diH<;ontiiiuo audi unfair attacks as 
those made by the ISlnudard. Mr. Rich- 
ards is one of ourselves, and a worthy, 
able man, and wo can conceive no rousou 
why be should lie denied the privilege of 
lair play at our hands— so far as; we ' afei 
^oucorncd-whilo perforBung the aniies 



entrusted to him by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment. Ho will make an excellent, 
common senso Lieutenant-Governor, and 
we are glad to see him in tlio positiori in 
which ho baa been placed.

London, July l-l — An explosion has oc- 
curred on board the turret ship Thunder- 
er to-day. The chief and assistant en- 
gineers aro among the killed and Captain 
Wilson's head was blown otV. The Thun- 
derer was making a trial trip iu Stoker 
Bay, wlum her boilers burst. The vessel 
is now at Spitfield. Twenty-one persons 
woro killed and sixty wounded by the ex- 
lilosiou ou board the Thunderer. Many 
of tbe wounded cannot recover. A stiil 
later dispatch says it i:i feared that 20 are 
fatally wounded.

I wondered who 
that bid patrician migiit In; ',ho mamiili- 
couce of winjso taste somewhat obtruded 
oa tho street in tho shape of a te's'adhito.i 
pavomout and bronze figure. ' 

After breakfast at the Lick Houso I 
thought I could not devote the whole day 
to tho colobratiou. So off to the ferry and 
Oakland. You slnnild have seen tho 
crowds coming in ; though there woven 
goodly number gijiag out, either for more 
([uiot enjoyments or perhaps for business, 
in tho train, on asking tho guard tho 
nearest station to "Eleventh street," ho 
said something, without stopping his 
pr(jgress through tho train, about "So- 
venth Stre(d."

iietnrning with tho crowd.s I was iu 
(inn! fill- the procession, or rather pageant. 
The scene was gay, and certainly impos- 
ing; perhaps, talcing in all the aurround- 
iuga, magnificent, though rather partak- 
ing of the Christmas tree style through 
th(! universal banners of stars and stripes. 
The festoons of tho handsomo building 
fronts i»ero brilliant and beautiful. The 
houses were lined with spectators to the 
very roof; and tho pavements on each side 
through wbich the prooessionwas to pass. 
I do not pretend to describe the pageant 
itself. Troops, and orders, and institu- 
t ions, and (>slablislimoiits, ou foot, on 
hors(d)a(d!, in carriages; a goddess of Id- 
berty; a pyramid of young girls ou a car, 
singing patriotic hymns; Old Xing Cole 
(or John Barleycorn) among the brewers;

If I have a day 
or two to spare I hope on my return to 
see more.

The Death of the Ex-Suitan. 

THE LAST JMOMENTS Or 
ABDUL. AZIZ. 

{Correspondence Paris Temps.) 

CONSTANTINOPI.E, JuUO 5. 

Tho day boforo yesterday tbo ox- 
Sultiin wont (.lown lo tho quay, with 
which threo .trates of Iho palaco coiii- 
municato. He walked about and was 
very excited. Since the depositio,p he 
had frequent attacks of frenzy, follow- 
ed by f^roat prostration. Tho sentry, 
who was iu tiio small garden in which 
the house is situated, seeing,' bis agita- 
tion thought it light to ajjprizo tho 
"gendermario" oliicor, who caino up 
and respectfully bogged the ex-Sultan 
to re-outor. Abdul Aziz, as his only 
reply, drew a revolver from his jiockefc 
and aimed it at tho oliicor. Fortunat- 
ely, tlioro v/as no dieohargo. Tho of- 
licor, without at all losing his com- 
posuro, bont down and begged his old 
maslor again to roLurn. ^bdul Aziz 
then returned to his apartments. The 
Colonel .specially charged with bis 
custotly was inimodiately infonncd 
and repaired to Dolnialiagt.elio Palaco 
to report what had hapjioued. Sultau 
Murad was painfully allcctod. Ho or 
derod the Colouol to go at once to his 
uiiclo and ask liiiu iu his name ab(^>ut 
liis health, and tell him evory thing bo 
could desire should bo at his disposal, 
but that iu his own interost and for a 
time he would do well to give up Ijin 
arms. The Colonel was also ordered 
to havo all the gates of Iho ox-Sul- 
tan's rosidonco closed, and was enjoin- 
ed to have a gate made with as little 
uuiso as possible in that wall separa- 
ting the houso from the (Jourt of 
Guards. The Sultan's habitation was 
thus converted into a prison. Tho col- 
ouol iinmodiatoly went to fnUil his 
painful and delicate uuaBion. He found 
tho cx-Sultiiii very calm. As iio was 
eliiliorntoly ovi)liiiiiiiig tho ordor.i ho 
had received, '"Vory woU," said Abdul 
A/,iz, "1 undorstund. You want my 
anus," and taking a revolver from his 
coat pocket ho presented it to tho 
Colonel. Tiio latter excused liiinsnlf, 
saying ho would novor prosumo to tako 
au article from tho Caliph';s baud. Ab- 
dul Ai'-i;'. luniled and laid the revolver 
on a sideboard. Aa the Oplcm^l was 
leaving with it, the Sultan called hiin 
back to toll him lie was only inipor 
l'o(!tly porforiiiiiig his mission. "Thoy 
do not want me to kill inysolf, and 
that saliro (pointing to a splendid yaL- 
aghau suspended on. tho wall), whv 
leave we that ?"' The Colonel did not 
wait for a second iavitotion, took tho 



sribre, and withdrew. In the nigljfc 
the Sultan - w'tis i ■ very excited. 
Vnsbirday mornim,' lie" fell into 
a rage ou &eoiug the foreign 
guard ships in the liosxihoiua ileckod 
"^^i^jf^t^^SHfi, The;^ ' were ; caleibrating 
■^^ hitsuntido. It is supposed' he took 
this for a proof of recognition of his 
succossor by I ho Foreign Govern- 
luonts. At any rate, ho frightened 
those around him by his outburst of 
anger. Then bo got calm again, and 
about 9 o'clock asked for a looking- 
glass and soisBors, wanting, ho said,to 
trim his beard, according to custom. 
His mothor, who had siniBter present- 
imonts, had very small scissors given 
him, convinced that with them ha 
could not take his life. . She sqou af- 
terwards went to him. He was liold- 
iug the glass in his left hand and with 
his right he was cutting his beard. 
He asked her to heat tho bath. She 
told him she would order it. "No," 
ho insisted, "look yourself to tho 
thing being done, and well done." 
She had no sooner left than he looked 
tho door of the saloon in which lie 
was. The slaves not sooing him come 
out, and not hearing him call thorn by 
clapping his hands, as ho was accus- 
tomed to do every instant, became 
alarmed and informed his wives. One 
of them threw herself against the door, 
and ontreatod him to open it. No re- 
ply. Terrified, slio had it broken 
open, and tho 8ultaa was found lying 
ou the sofa, covered with blood and 
dying. His mother seized him by tho 
arms, endeavoring to close with her 
hands the wounds ho had inllicted on 
his arms. A. terrible scone followed 
then in the house in which was expir- 
ing miserably tho man who tlio day 
before was the absolute master of a 
great Empire. The women's shrieks 
being hoard on the other side of the 
i3osphorus, the sailors of the ironclads 
moored just opposite the house ran aa 
fast as they could to give their help. 
The Minister of War, Hussein Avni 
Pasha, who lives close by, was soon 
on the spot. Several medical men 
from the village afforded their services 
to the unfortunate Abdul Aziz. It wag 
in vuiu. He soon breathed his last 
without uttering a word. Near '.dm, 
covered with blood, wore the scissors 
ho had used to destroy himself. His 
mother when he was declared to bo 
dead, not wishing id survive him, 
rushed to the window, and it was with, 
the greatest difficulty that she was 
prevented from accomplishing her 
aim. She is still being watched.
